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VINCIAL OFFICERS TO 


(From Legislature Press Gallery) 


Edmonton, April 12.—Kight weeks 
ago today the session of the legisla- 
ture was offleially launched and from 
the outlook, all this week, and still 
another, will be required to clear the 
decks of business, 

Monday afternoon Hon. J. R. Boyle, 
attorney-general, introduced the long- 
expected bill to amend the liquor act, 
this being given first reading. It is 
expected that the bill will come up for 
second reading Wednesday or Thurs- 
day this week, when the whole ques- 
tion will come up for debate. While 
tipre is the utmost secrecy respect- 
ing the proposals in this bill, it is 
thought that the government recom- 
mendations will be for the “tighten. 
ing up” of the present regulations re- 
garding the number of prescriptions 
whieh may be issued by doctors and 


the sales of drug stores. Possibly al- 
so the quantity allowed may be re- 
duced, 


A proposal to impose a higher tax 
than the existing five per cent, on 
unearned increment values 
to government guaranteed 
and drainage districts was thorough- 
ly discussed Saturday, and it Is pos: 
sible that there will be some provi- 
sion for a higher tax being placed on 
land which will directly benefit by 
the provincia] guarantee when sold 
bythe owner in excess of the original 
he Seost lot 
drainage fmprovements. 

In amending the municipal districts 
seed grain act Monday, it wag provid- 
ed that in no case are the total ad- 
vances to exceed $900 in all, with $100 
for seed and $50 for-feed allowed this 
fear, The consent of registered own- 
ers will have to be obtained in each 
case such advances are provided. 

Friday the house gave assent to two 
of the outstanding acts of the ses- 
sion, when bills providing full bond

of drainage districts and — also 
irrigation projects -were advanced 


through second reading. A. F, Ewing, 
West Edmonton, was so concerned oy- 
er the possibility of the government 
mingling polities with the guarantee 
policies, that in advocating against 
political advantages being taken he 
made a first class political speech. He 
was assured by Premier Stewart that 
during his regime at least, there would 
be nothing but the soundest busi- 
ness methods followed with both 
drainage and irrigation projects, for 
he never had been strong for parti- 
zanship in any sense, and certainly 
where the credit of the province was 
vitally involved partizan politics were 
not to be allowed to interfere with 
and minimize the effectiveness of the 
government's responsibility. 

It was pointed out that each drain- 
age and irrigation district, after being 
formed in the regular way, would be 
subjected to full investigation by gov- 
ernment engineers, and after the 
scheme in each case was approved 
and the legislature had authorized the 
guarantee, that the government would 
take full responsibility for disposing 


of the bonds and carrying out the 
construction work. Under the plan 
the bill to guarantee the $5,400,000 


worth of bonds of the Lethbridge Nor- 
thern Irrigation project was given 
cond reading. Premier Stewart ex- 
plained that he had been strongly op- 
posed to the province fully guaran- 
teeing undertakings of this nature 
because of the tremendous obligations 
and responsibilities involved, and dur- 
ing last year every effort had been 


made to make a partial guarantee su-| 


flice in the case of the Lethbridge Nor- 
thern. Not only this failed, but an 
effort to get the Dominion government 
to guarantee this district: by way of 
an experiment also was  unsuccess- 
ful, the federal authorities declining 
to assume any financial responsibility 
for irrigation. There was nothing left 
for the province but to offer the full 
guarantee of bonds, and it was deemed 
necessary to apply the same guaran- 
tee to drainage schemes, Saskatche- 
wan already providing full guarantees

powered to issue these permits, al- 
though Mrst MeKinney charged that 
this was a “burlesque” on the Domin- 
ion regulations by making it so easy 
to obtain permits. Another issue was 
raised when certain members of the 
north objected to the prairie chicken 
season being opened for the entire 
month of October noth of the main 
line of the C.P.R. ag proposed in com- 
mittee. It was finally decided that 
the season remain at two weeks with 
the bag limit reduced from 100 to 50, 
* Bills providing for advances for 
seed grain and feed to farmers in dis- 
tricts requiring relief, were given fi- 
nal reading, 

It is evident that the scheme of pro- 
portional representation will not be 
brought into effect for the next pro- 
vincial election at least if the eventual 
recommendation of the special com- 
mittee of eighteen guides the legisla- 
ture on the question. Two meetings 
have been held by the committee with.

Good cows have comparatively large

in front. Not an udder that hangs 
down like a tail, with little attachment 
between it and the body, the teats

Going back a step further in the 
process of milk making, the next im- 
portant attribute of a good cow is 
what is somewhat vaguely termed the 
“circulatory system.” The udder 
makes milk from the juices carried to 
it by the blood; the digestive system 
extracts these juices from the food and 
pours them into the blood. Conse- 
quently it is necessary that the blood 
carrying system be ample for its job. 
Good circulatory capacity is shown’ by 
large milk veins and deep milk wells. 
The milk veins and wells handle the 
blood that has passed through the ud- 
der. They do not carry the blood to 
the udder—that is done by arteries lo- 
cated deep on the insides of the 
thighs—but the milk veins being near 
the surface are easily seen and their 
capacity as blood carrying organs 
judged. If they are large and long 
and the “wells” where they enter the 
chest cavity deep, it is a fair indica- 
tion that ample blood carrying capa- 
city exists and your cow is up to the 
mark in that respect. 

That is the entire milk making 
equipment—size, feeding capacity, ud- 
der and circulatory system. There are 
One or two additional things needed. 
Health is one of them. A cow has to 
be free from disease, strong enough 
to hold up'the strain of heavy produc- 
tion and able to produce offspring.

THE IRISH REBELLION 


London, April 9th.—Startling figures 
of outrages attributable to the Sinn 
Fein during the year ending March 
31 were given by Denis Henry, at- 
torney-general for Ireland, in the 
house of commons today in reply to 
a question. The figures showed a 
steady increase in the number of kill- 
ings and wounding of police and mil- 
itary forces, quarter by quarter. 

In the last quarter of the year 
there were 2,246 outrages. Eighty- 
eight policemen were killed and 156 
wounded, while 44 soldiers were killed 
and 84 wounded. The total outrages 
of the whole year amounted to 10,- 
$94. The police killed totalled 243, 
and the wounded 3,810. The soldiers 
killed numbered 90 and wounded 202,

TION MEANS SAVING 
IN GRAIN INDUSTRY 


A new. grain stooker, the product 
of two yeurs’ research work by F. J. 
McCann, will soon be on the market 
in Western Canada, and from the sat- 
isfactory tests performed by the ma- 
chine, it is apparent that at last a 
really workable stooker has been in- 
vented; a machine which will do the 
work and do it properly. 

The new stooker has already been 
tried out under actual working con- 
ditions on the field and hag proven an 
unqualified success. 

The stooker is a light machine’ cap- 
able of being driven by one-hmlf horse 
power, and is attached to the binder 
by means of three light rods, ‘the 
sheaves from the binder being trans- 
ferred direct to the platform on the 
stooker. c 

The sheaf on leaving the binder in 
a horizontal position, is turned up on 
end by a device on the stooker, while 
the instant the bottom of the sheaf 
touches the platform of the ‘stooker, 
the automatic mechanism commences 
to operate, alternate sheaves being 
passed down each side of the machine 
tobe assembled on the dropping plat- 
form ‘at the rear. 

Each: stook is held firmly in place 
‘by arms and is placed in correct pos- 
ition on the rear table, so that when 
the platform drops, the ‘sheaves are 
spread out at the bottoms while the 
tops incline inwards, with the end 
sheaves ulso inclined towards the cen- 
tre. There are two types of machines 
being made, however, the larger size 
carrying ten shoaves and depositing 
them in circular form, so that the in- 
dividual tastes of the farmer can be 
consulted in relation to whatever form 
of stook he prefers. 

The larger machine has a device 
which might well be described as won- 
derful; this being a mechanical hand 
which when thrust into the group of 
sheaves prior to dumping, regulates 
the ‘distance of the various bundles 
with a nicety hardly possible by hn- 
man means. 

The frame of the machine is built of 
light wngle iron, with two light drive 
wheels, the rear end being carried 
on a small truck. Both sides of the 
stooker operate independently of one 
another, so that ‘in turning corners, 
etc., one side can be thrown out of 
gear while the other continues to run.

for any kind of tying, or further at- 
tention. 

After the sheaves are deposited on 
the ground ‘the machine travels ‘about 
before ‘the next load is

The mechanism ‘is ‘in itself simple, 
there are no complicated parts to get 
out of order, and the new invention 
possesses :all the hall-marks of a ra- 
tional utilization of genius. It is en- 
tirely different in principle from any 
invention ‘hitherto evolved along this 
line, and ‘it is quite apparent that it 
should go far to do away’* with har- 
vesting troubles in the west, and, sup- 
ply the one mechanical appliance 
which the grain raiser requires most 
of all. 

The machine weighs but 140 pounds, 
while the fact that its position in re- 
lation to the binder equalizes the side 
draft which has hitherto been a detri- 
ment to the shoulders of farm horses, 
ig a distinct point in its favor, and 
it is guaranteed to take care of vil 
the grain which comes from the bind- 
er, doing away altogether with the 
former train of men who followed the 
machine. 

The head office of the company is 
1ocated in Edmonton, where a dig 
stock of the new machineg will he kept 
on hand to meet the demand which is 
sure to arise, when the grain growers 
of the west realize what the invention 
means to agriculture {in western Can- 
ada.
